Now that Haya has been acoussd by the governwent of bee 
ing a common criminil, the advocates of violence within the APRA are beconing 
convinced that they were right, and that they were iftstaken in heeding ilaya's 
admonitions to avoil the use of force. Continuing :eports indicate tha: if ths 
Colombian Enbasey 1: Lima is violated and Haya is removed by fores, serio. 
Apriata violence mar be expected throughout Peru. 
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
